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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 7 are allowed. 

2. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "a conveyor belt for conveying the recording 
medium.,. satisfying a relation of y>yc, wherein y (mN/m) is a static surface tension of 
the recording liquid at 25 [degrees] C and yc (mN/m) is a critical surface tension of the 
conveyor belt" in combination with the remaining claim elements set forth in claims 1 
and 1 1 . Furthermore, the prior art does not disclose or suggest "a recording liquid for 
being ejected to a recording medium conveyed by a conveyor belt... wherein the 
recording medium satisfies a relation of of y>yc, wherein y (mN/m) is a static surface 
tension of the recording liquid at 25 [degrees] C and yc (mN/m) is a critical surface 
tension of the conveyor belt" in combination with the remaining claim elements set forth 
in claim 6 and its dependent claims.
